Mystery Victim of Drug, 
Once Held Dead, May 
Be Mrs. Mary True. 


FIRE RESCUE SQUAD 
WORKS FOR 17 HOURS 


Taken From Berth on Train, 
Supposed Corpse Shows 
Pulse Long Afterward. 


Seventeen hours after she had been 
pronounced dead upon her arrival here 
from New York, physicians of the Cas- 
ualty Hospital and men of Fire Depart- 
ment Rescue Squad No, 1, were stil) 
battling early this morning to preserve 
the faint spark of life observed in a 
woman after she had been placed on *# 
slab in the morgue early yesterday. 

With little hope, but with steadfast 
determination, the fight for life which 
was started in the grim house of death 
about 9 o’clock in the morning was 
transferred rbout 6 o’clock to Casualty 
Hospital. 

The scene of the grim contest had 
been shifted after a blood transfusion 
had been performed, ane after life had 
been maintained for hours by means cf 
an artificial respirator. 


May Be Mrs. Mary True. 


A pencil stub found among the 
woman's effects, and her description 
last night led The Washington Post to 
connect her with Mrs. Mary True, 30 
years old, a daughter of Francis McRo- 
bie, of Altamont, Md. Mrs. True, 4 
widow, was a nurse at the Suffolk Sana- 
torlum on Long Island, but had left 
that institution Sunday on a leave ol! 
absence to visit a chiropodist in New 
York. 

The nurse, who had an arrested case 
of tuberculosis, has not been seen at 
che sanitarium since she leit Sunday, 
according to Dr. Edwin P. Kolb, the 
superintendent. He told The Post yes- 
terday that he had received an un- 
signed letter. in Mrs True’s handwrit- 
ing, saying that she would not be back 
to the institution. 

The envelope in which he received 
the letter had been discarded, Dr Kolb 
said. and he had not noticed the post- 
mark It is possible that it was one 
of two letters mailed by the woman 
from the train upon which her pros- 
trate body was found.

Proposal to Disarm World Completely in Four Years 
Fails; Gibson Surprises Delegates by Taking Floor 
to Reply to Soviet Invitation. 


Geneva, March 21 (A.P.).—Twenty- 
two of the 25 countries represented on 
the preparatory committee for a dis- 
armament conference are lined up to- 
night against the Soviet plan for im- 
mediate complete disarmament.

Ledgers kept by C. D. Schaffner 
executor of the estates of both Presi- 
dent and Mrs. Harding, show, the Post 
Dispatch correspohdent said, that 
President Harding possessed $182,750 
worth of Liberty bonds and that Mrs. 
Harding possessed $65,300 worth of 
Liberty bonds. 

The bonds bought by the Contl- 
nental Co. were of the first Liberty 
bonds, issued in 1917, and were all of 
$1,000 ,denomination. President Hard- 


ing possessed $41,000 worth of the first 
loan bonds, but none of a $1,000 de- 
nomination, and their numbers did 
not correspond with the serial num- 
bers of any of the Continental bonds 
Two of Mrs. Harding's first loan bonds 
were for $500 each, six were for $5,000 
each and one was for $10,000. 

Schaffner, who was discharged as ex- 
ecutor in 1925, said some of the papers 
of the estates had been turned over to 
Dr. G. T. Harding, the President’s fa- 
ther, but his recollection was that for 
every one of the numerous Liberty 
bonds in the estate there was a canceled 
check, showing the President paid cash 
fiom his own personal funds. 

The total of bonds in President Hard- 
ing’s estate was approximately $250,000, 
the correspondent related. The differ- 
ence between that sum and the $182,- 
750 of Liberty bonds was chiefly in oth- 
e. Federal Government bonds and in 
War Savings certificates.

Woman Found In

There confidence was warranted, for 
the woman stood the fifteen minute 
ride from the morgue to the hospital 
without a perceptible falling off of res- 
piration 

The period during which she was in 
transit from the morgue to the hos- 
pital-early last evening was the longest 
she had been without artificial respira- 
tion from the time the spark of life was 
Giscoverea in her about 8:45 o'clock. 


The apparently lifeless form of the 
woman was discovered in a berth of a 
Pennsylvania train from New York 
shortly before it arrived at the Union 
Station at 6 o’clock. A porter had gone 
to call her and when she failed to re- 
spond, drew the curtains of the berth 
and revealed her lying on the cushions 
fully clothed. Her face was wrapped 
in a towel and a vial which had con- 
tained chloroform was nearby. 

A station physician was summoned 
and he pronounced her dead, saying 
that she probably had been so for about 
an hour. Morgue officials and the 
coroner were called and the “body” was 
taken to the morgue. As the body was 
being prepared for a slab in the in- 
stitution attaches noticed a pulse beat 
in the woman’s throat. 


Fireman Gives Blood. 


If was this that set in motion the 
forces which had preserved the ap- 
parently extinct life until a late hour 
of the night. 

The blood transfusion was the last 
heroic effort which the physicians could 
make, and they began preparing for it 
about 5 o’clock, after hours of scientific 
and manual labor. 

A sample of the woman’s blood was 
taken and sent to Dr. T. J. Shivers at 
the laboratory of the George Washing- 
ton Univérsity Hospital. He analyzed 
it and found that it belonged in “group 
four.” A telephone call to the head- 
quarters of the Fire Department re- 
sulted in a searching of the records of 
members of the rescue squad who were 
working on the case, and it was found 
that the blood of Private D. J. Mc- 
Carthy, of 1301 Maryland avenue north- 
east, matched that of the woman. A 
check of another sample confirmed this. 

Dr. J. D. Rogers, assistant coroner, 
and Drs. Leon Gordon, A. M. McDonald 
and J. W. Ballard, of Casualty, who 
were leading the fight for the woman’s 


life, took McCarthy into the ghostly 
‘inquest room of the morgu* and there 
they prepared him for the transfusion. 
‘In the meantime the other members of 
| McCarthy's squad were pumping oxygen 
into ihe woman’s lungs and working 
her arms methodically, as they had 
done all day. For a brief period the 
respiratcry work was stopped while the 
physicians bandaged the woman's arm 
and through a long rubber tube. in- 
serted the blood of the fireman. 


Woman Taken to Hospital. 


As 5001: as the blood had been trans- 
ferred to the woman, the inhalator was 
replaced over her face and the steady

Victim Pronounced Deud, 


The unconscious form of the woman 
was found by William Earle, porter on! 
the train which brought her from New | 
York. He told the authorities that) 
shortly after boarding the train in New 
York she had ‘given him two letters 
tc mail, and had asked him to call her 
shortly before the train reached Wash- 
ington. He said that he did not notice 
the addresses on the letters. 

When he found the scemingly life- 
less form at the station, he called Dr. 
C. W. Harnsbergcr. Dr. Harnsberzer 
tested the woman for heart action and 
pulse beat, and found nothing. He pro- 
nounced the woman dead, and notified 
Coroner J. Ramsay Nevitt. 

The station physician believed that 
the time had come to carry out the in- 
junction found on a slip of paper 
wrapped around a faded and crushed 
carnation in the woman’s berth. The 
slip read, “Please bury this with me.” 


Body Placed on Slab. 


Dr. Nevitt notified the morgue 
the body was at the station. 

The black wagon of the morgue, in 
which have terminated so many trage- 
dies, arrived at the station about 8 
o'clock and Morgue Master W. M 
Schoneberger and his assistant, W. W. 
Estes, took the woman to thelr home of 
sorrows down by the river front. 

In the dingy churchlike structure 
they proceeded to prepare the body 
After they had placed it on the cooling 
slab and were proceeding about their 
duties they noticed the faint beat of a 
pulse in the throat. Electrified by the 
sign of life, Schoneberger ran to the 
fire house next door and notified the 
firemen, while Estes telephoned for 
doctors. 

Ambulances from Emergency and 
Casualty Hospitals and the rescue squad 
rushed to the Morgue. Under the dl- 
rection of Capt. J. R. Groves the squad 
put its inhalator over the woman’s face 
and proceeded to pump oxygen iato her 
lungs. While some of the squad worked 
the inhalator the others pumped the 
woman's arms in order to force out the 
consumed air. Members of the squad, 
in addition to McCarthy, are E. J. Car- 
roll, L, C. Kengla, L. F. Price and N. C. 
Robinson. 

The doctors, accompanied by Miss 
Elizabeth McCooe and Miss A. M. Den- 
linger, Casualty Hospital nurses, went 
into action. 

The big tabie used by witnesses in 
the inquest room was moved into the 
little office in the front of the Morgue 
and the form of the woman was trans- 
ferred to it. While the firemen con- 
tinued artificial respiration, the doctors 
pumped out the woman’s stomach, and 
rushed the contents to the District 
chemist for analysis. He found traces of

Slayer of Arthur Brewer

Mexico City, March 21 (A.P.).—Javier

John Lewis, a janitor in the Federaq 
building at Philadelphia, told the com-

Merchants Pass Resolution 
Urging Congress Pass 
Welch Measure. 


ACT ON OTHER MATTERS 


Favoring passage of the Welch Dill 
providing for increase in salaries of 
District and Federal employes, now 
pending in Congress, the board of gov- 


ernors of the Merchants and Manu- 
facturers Association yesterday unanl- 
mously passed a resolution asking that 
the measure be enacted into law. 

Suitable expression of the board’s 
action will be immediately forwarded 
to Congress, 

A proposed new smoke ordinance, 
which would create a new department 
of the District government to be known 
as the Bureau of Smoke Regulation, 
was only approved in part by the board. 
The members felt that the present 
smoke law with section 3 of the 
proposed ordinance would be sufficient 
to care for any conditions that might 
arise. Section 3 of the new meas- 
ure reads: “The production or emission 
within the District of Columbia of 
smoke, the density or shade of which 
is equal to or greater than No. 3 of 
the Ringlemann chart, from any source, 
except that of a locomotive or steam- 
boat, for the period or for periods ag- 
gregating two minutes or more in any 
period of fifteen minutes is hereby 
prohibited.”

Sausage and Scrambled Leggs. 


Allow two or three eggs to eacli per- 
son. They should be slightly beaten 
and a tablespoonful of milk added to 
each portion before cooking. Season to 
taste and scramble in a hot pan in 
which a little butter has been melted, 
bu‘ do this when ready to serve, as they 
do not mprove with standing. The 
Sausages may have been cooked pre- 
Viously in the oven. They will cook in 
& quick oven in from 20 to 30 minutes. 
Prick with a fork before cooking and 
»place In a shallow baking pan. At the 
Side of the portion of eggs on each 
plate place as many sausages as de- 
sired. Garnish the egg w'th paprika 
and a little chopped parsley.

Put one tablespoonful of butter in 
a chafiing dish and when it is meited 
add a half pound of soft, mild cheese 
(American) cut in small pieces, one- 
quarter teaspoonful of salt, a half tea- 
spoonful of mustard, a few grains of 
cayenne and of white pepper. As the 
cheese melts add a third to one-half 
cupful of milk while stirring constantly 
and then one egg slightly beaten. Serve 
on toasted crackers or bread.

The opening was barely steady at a 
decline of 5 to 11 points, under realiz- 
ing by recent buyers, combined with ( 
local and Southern selling on relatively 
easy Liverpool cables and a favorable 
view of the early weather map. Active 
months soon showed net losses of ll 
to 14 points, but the decline was 
checked by covering and the midday 
market steadied up. 

An unfavorable interpretation of the 
weekly report of the Weather Bureau 
which suggested delavs to farm work 
as a result of wet weather and com- 
paratively low temperatures, led to 
some vuving and offerings seemed light 
after the early selling had been ab- 
sorbed. For a time the market showed 
considerable firmness, prices advanc- 
ing on a renewal of the recent buying 
movement which carried quotations up 
to 19.46 for Julv and 19.09 for Octo- 
ber, or about 8 to 13 points net higher 
on more active months. At these fig- 
ures, demand tapered off, and the mar- 
ket eased during the afternoon, July 
selling off to 19.20 and October to 
18.84, or 13 to 17 points net lower. The 
close was a few points up from the 
lowest on covering. 

Houses with Liverpool and _ conti- 
neutal trade connections were credited 
with tuying a little cotton here in 
earlier trading and the midday ad- 
vance was accompanied by reports of 
a continued steady spot situation in 
the South. Some Southwestern selling 
was reported here toward the close, 
but except for spurts at the opening 
and again dviing midday, the volume 
of business was comparatively small.

March 21 (A.P.).—Fif- 
teen of Pennsylvania un- 
dergraduates, including the president 
of the senior class, were arrested early 
today after celebration of Penn’s defeat 
of Princeton for the Eastern Intercol- 
legiate Basketball League champion- 
ship. 

A disturbance, in which 1,000 stu- 


dents participated, took place in the 
section of West Philadelphia adjacent 
to the campus and it was not quelled 
until firemen drenched the celebrants 
with water from hose lines. For sey- 
eral hours the students battled police 
reserves, tied up traffic and started a 
bonfire. Milk bottles were hurled and 
one policeman war cut by flying glass. 

John McDowell, senior president, was 
arrested on a charge of inciting to riot 
and neld in jail for some time before 
being released to await a hearing. 

Members of all classes participated in 
the celebration which started as soon 
as the students reached ibe campus 
after leuving the Palestra, where the 
basketball contest was played, At first 
they engaged in a general Jollity per- 
formance which assumed semblance of 
a riot when 75 policemen arrived to 
disperse the crowd. 

All traffic was stopped on one of the 
main thoroughfares of that section of 
the city, the victory-crazed students 
pulled trolley poles from street cars 
and in the midst of the excitement sev- 
eral score gathered around a stalled 
trolley and attempted to lift it from the 
tracks. 

The police drove them back several 
blocks, but when the students reached 
the center of one of the main intersec- 
tions, they started a huge bonfire in 
the street and firemen were summoned 
to extinguish it. Upon arrival of the 
firemen. the crowd retreated and took 
a truck traller with them, placing it 
in the middle of a street some distance 
away, again holding up traffic. They 
fired the trailer and once more fire- 
Inen extinguished the fllames then 
turned several hose lIines crowd 
of students.

duction of armament by agreement. We 
are now asked to scrap this work, which 
is the result of several years’ negotia- 
tion, and accept in its place total 
mediate disarmament, which has fre- 
quently been considered in the past 
and invariably rejected as unworkable.” 

The debate might have ended there, 
for the fate of the Soviet plan was 
sealed, but several other delegates want- 
ed to free their minds, and occupled the | 
remainder of the day in giving their 
views. Among them, Baron Rolin-Jac- 
quemyns made the greatest stir when, 
looking straight at M. Litvinoff, he 
cried: 

“An olive branch is brandished over 
Our heads in such a way as to resem- 
ble a cudgel rather than an emblem of 
peace. Hatred of our civilization is be- 
hind this project.” 

Commandant David Whitmarsh, of 
Cuba, reminded M. Litvinoff that mod- 
ern arms, such as he wishes to suppress, 
were not always the favorite weapons 
in warfare, 

“The people of Cuba,” he said, “in 
their long struggle for independence 
used a simple machete. That is what 
other peoples would do when deter- 
mined to fight if unable to procure 
modern weapons.”

French Reply to Kellogg 
To Ask Pact for All Lands 


Paris, March 21 (A.P.).—The French 
government's reply to Secretary Kel- 
logg’s note of:March 1 for a pact look- 
ing to the outlawry of war, will be ready 
for transmission probably Saturday. It 
emphasizes that an agreement must be 
signed by “all powers,” not merely the 
six big powers. 

The reply is couched in most con- 
cillatory terms and expresses the deep- 
est approval of Mr. Kellogg’s project 
for outlawing all war. The French note 
makes a restriction respecting necessary 
measures to be taken should one of the 
signatory nations desire to withdraw 
from the agreement. 

The term “aggressive wars” will be 
missing from the French reply. 

It is .understood the reply will sug- 
gest a formula for safeguarding both 
the European obligations under the 
League of Nations pact and the Amer- 
ican ones arising from the Monroe 
Doctrine.

Army if Congress 
Fails to Act. 


A bill embodying the 
‘General’ Jacob S. Coxey for solving 
the unemployment problem was intro- 
duced in the House yesterday by Rep- 
resentative Campbell (Republican), of 
Pennsylvania. If Congress fails to act 
on the bill, Coxey said last night, he 
will lead another army of unemployed 
men to this city in protest. 

Under the terms of the bill, States, 
counties and cities would be authorized 
to issue woninterest-bearing bonds 
and’ piace them with the Secretary or 
the Treasury. The Treasury would loan 
the State, county or city a sum equal 
to 99 per cent of the face value of the 
bonds. They would pay back 4 per 
cent of the loan each year until it 
had been wiped out. 

The States, counties or cities would 
use the mone, so obtained to employ 
men in building roads or doing other 
needei public work.
